Will assess whether the Hungarian leadership will be able to continue 
Kadar' s reformist course while maintaining the external and internal 
stabiliity that has characterized Hungary since the 1960s. 


NIE 12-85: Eastern Europe: Tension, Diversity, and the Pursuit of 
National Inter-ests 


Will assess the degree to, which East European leaderships may attempt to 
cope with growing economic and social pressures by pursuing their 
national interests to the detriment of their relations with other East 
European states and with the Soviet Union; will examine whether the 
policies of individual countries could revive historical enmities and 
create new rivalries that will affect the cohesion of the Warsaw Pact. 
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
